Fahy Quizzed by Business 


Men—Weir Asks "Collec- 


tive Co-operation." 


NEW^ YORK. .UP). Modification 


of the national labor relations act 
in favor pf employers was vigor- 
ously opposed by Charles Fahy, 
general counsel of the national la- 
"bor relations board, in an out- 
spoken "labor clinic" session with 
3,000 industrial leaders at the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers convention. 
At the session, a closed one, In- 
duatrial leaders .listened in tense 
•Hence to Fahy's candid answers 
to their pointed questions about 
the future of governmental regu- 
lation of industry's relations with 
labor. 
Those who had hoped for some 
gesture that could be Interpreted 
as a willingness of the administra- 
tion to "soften" its labor policy, 
found no comfort in Fahy's com- 
ments, altho he made it plain he 
apoke only for himself. 
Toward 
the end, B'ahy said: "You want to 
impose on them (labor unions) a 
more drastic regulation. You advo- 
cate putting unions out of busi- 
ness." 
This was in response to a ques- 
tion and comment by John C. Gall, 
counsel for the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, 
interro- 


gator o{ Fahy, whether the board 
believed "there should be amend- 
ments which would give the em- 
ployer and the public some re- 
course against 'unfair labor prac- 
tices' when practiced by the em- 
ployes or their representatives." 
Fahy went on to explain his po- 


sition that 
penalizing a union 


would in effect put it out of busi- 
ness, and that such a change in 
his opinion, would be unfair unless 
the employer could also be "put 
out of business."

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JAPANESE DEMAND THE 


YIELDING OF NANKING 


Tanks Reported Broken Thru 


Lines—American Embassy 


Staff Leaves. 


By the Anaoclated Vres*. 


The Japanese command issued 


an ultimatum demanding the sur- 
render of China's abandoned capi- 
tal, Nanking, by noon Friday (10 
p. m. Thursday, c. a, t.) and threat- 
ening1 that otherwise the city "will 
become the scene of the horrors 
of war." 
' 


Japanese tanks were reported to 
have 
broken thru the dogged 


Chinese defenses in the bitterly 
contested battle. 


Strongly fortified Chinese artil- 


lery on Purple mountain overlook- 
ing Nanking kept the Japanese 
from a frontal attack on the city's 
precipitious eastern wall. 
Secy. George Atcheson, jr., with 
the three remaining members of 
the 
American 
embassy 
staff, 
boarded the gunboat Panay after 
doing what they could to evacuate 
Americans, protect their property 
and provide maximum safety and 
comfort for those Americans in- 
tending to remain in Nanking, 


In order to continue supervising 
and safeguarding 
American in- 
terests and keep Washington ad- 
vised on developments during the 
crisis. Atcheson, Second Secretary 
J. Hall Paxton and the assistant 
military attache, Capt. Frank Rob- 
erts, intend to go ashore Friday 
morning and remain in the em- 
bassy offices thruout the day. This 
procedure will be followed daily 
until egress form 
the c:ty is 
blocked by closing of the wall 
gates. 


A second Domel report said the 
Japanese entered Wuhu, Yangtze 
river port 60 miles upstream from 
the capital. 
The 
quiet at 
Shanghai 
was 


broken by antiaircraft guns fired 
by the Japanese flagship Idzumo 
when two Chinese planes were re-

Agricultural

afternoon. 


Ed Steckly of Weeping Water, 
a hybrid corn producer, outlined 
his methods of picking corn early 
in the fall, running it thru a dry- 
ing crib, shelling and grading it 
ready for inspection and certifica- 
tion. This year he was able to husk 
and handle all his corn between 
Sept. 22 and Oct. 5, thereby taking 
advantage of the high market of 
September and early October. 
Arnos Gramlich, Port Crook pro- 
ducer of hybrid corn, told the crop 
growers that attention to details 
and careful supervision is required 
in detasseling of the female for 
hybrid seed production. The east- 
ern Nebraska producer told of dif-

SAM RIVETTE BACK IN 
PEN AFTER PICKED UP 
BY LINCOLN OFFICERS 


Sponsor of Penitentiary Break 


Captured in Rooming House 


After a Brief Respite 


Sam Rivette, 40, Texas bad man who escaped early 


Thursday from the penitentiary by using a rope of sheets 
to make the 40 foot descent from the prison roof to the 
ground, was recaptured at 9:10 a. m. Thursday by Detec- 
tive Schappaugh and Officer Knadle of the Lincoln police 
department. 


The swarthy little Texan, who is doing a life term for 


the murder of Luceen Marshall, 13 year old school boy, 
in 1934, was captured unarmed and mostly undressed, 
and offered no resistance when the officers grabbed him 
at the room he had taken at 5 a. m. at 1327 O st. 


Rivette was taken to the police station and then 


back to the penitentiary, where he was placed in the 
hospital ward, as he suffered a badly sprained right wrist 
and ankle and a sprained back in his drop to the ground. 


John Latham, 36, Rivette's companion in the at- 


tempted break, lies in an adjoining room in the hospital. 
Latham has a sprained right ankle, a sprained back and 
frost bitten feet as the result of his attempt at liberty. 


TWO LOST THEIR NERVE. 


Two other companions, Elmer Moss and Fred 


Mead, lost their nerve after seeing the two men fall to 
the ground when the rope made of sheets broke. They 
returned to their cells where they stoutly denied having 
any part in the break, saving that Rivette threatened to kill 
them with a knife. But they were implicated by Rivette after 
his recapture. They were later placed in "solitary confine- 
ment." 


It was the fall of Latham that led to the discovery of the 


plot. Falling' probably 25 feet he was knocked unconscious by 
the drop to the ground. He was the first man to make the 
attempt. Rivette went back for more sheets to strengthen 
the rope. 


Latham was just regaining consciousness when Rivette 
Inade his drop. 


"I'll steal a car and come back for you," Rivette told 


Latham. But Latham started later to crawl on his hands and 
knees across the road west of the cell house to the railroad track. 
As he did so he was sighted by Ray Hoffman, night guard, who 
recaptured the injured man and 
gave the alarm. This was about 
3:30 a. m. 


Deputy Warden Olsen marshalled 
his forces at once. Police cruiser 
cars, state deputy sheriffs, mem- 
bers of the state highway patrol 
and railroad special agents swung 
into action, searching cabins, wood 
land and railroad yards near the 
penitentiary. 
> 


Olsen was jubilant as a young- 
ster with his first Christmas tree 
when called to the police station 
and informed that Rivette had 
been captured. 


"Wonderful Piece of Work." 


<* was more concerned in see- 


ing that reporters gave "all the 
credit in the world for a wonder- 
ful piece of work" to Schappaugh 
and Knadle than anything else. 


The Lincoln officers were one of 


four pairs detailed by Chief An- 
derson to search rooming houses. 
They, among other places, checked 
the rooming house at 1327 O st. 
and found a roomer had come in 
early in the morning registering 
almost illegibly under a name 
which appeared to be "Blue." 


William Klamm, who runs the 


rooming place, waa asked to de- 
scribe the man but he said he was 
too sleepy when he rented the room 
to pay any direct attention to the 
early morning caller. 


Detective Schappaugh knocked 


on the door of "Blue's" room sev- 
eral times and Rivette opened the 
door finding himself looking down

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TILLEY SAYS IMS 


FOR WATER NEEDED 


Urges Irrigator* at Conven- 


tion to Sponsor Protec- 


tive Measure*. 


NORTH PLATTE. </W. State En- 


gineer Tilipy urged the Nebraska 
Irrigation association to prepare 
and sponsor laws "to establian an 
orderly distribution" of the elate'a 
underground water supply. 


"I desire ... to call the atten- 


tion of this association to the fact 
that at the present time there are 
no statutes covering the regulation 
of the use of the underground 
waters of the state," Tilley said 
in an address before the conven- 
tion. "I desire to point out that 
new activities along the line of 
underground water development 
should probably have the protec- 
tion of statutes to establish an or- 
derly distribution of this supply. 
Such proposed statutes could very 
well be prepared and sponsored by 
this association which has the in- 
terests of Nebraska at heart." 


He said present gravity type ir- 


rigation is capable of watering 
about 710.000 acres, and the asses- 
sor's latest reports show 73,000 
acres now under pump irrigation. 


"The total area in the state now 


capable of being served by pres- 
ent facilities is 40 percent of the 
total area susceptible of reclama- 
tion and 4 percent of the total cul- 
tivated land in the state," Tilley 
asserted. "However, less than 2 
percent of the slate's total area is 
now being irrigated." He 
pre 


wanted a mass of figures to show 
how much water the Platte river 
brings down for irrigation. 


"We should exert every effort to 
protect our rights to the use of 
these waters," he continued. "Ade- 
quate funds should be provided for 
carrying on the important" litiga- 
tion pertaining to the appropria- 
tions of interstate waters now be- 
ing presented to the U. S. supreme 
court." 


Controversy With U. S. 


William D. Deaklns, Jr., of 


North Platte, special assistant Ne- 
braska attorney general, touched 
off the spark on a much discussed 
subject—possible federal control of 
the state's rivers. He urged appro- 
priate™ of water from the two 
principal irrigation rivers in Ne- 
braska, the Platte and 
North 
Platte, to "band together to pro- 
tect yourselves, because a definite 
attempt is being made to encroach 
upon your rights." 


"You are perhaps aware that 
the Nebraska statute providing for 
a.maximum of three acre feet per 
acre," the attorney asserted, "ap- 
plies only to the natural flow 
waters and not to the storage wat- 
ers. The chief interest of this last 
part of this complaint to the irri- 
gatora in Nebraska, other than the 
Warren act contractors, is "this: 
That the U. 'S. reclammation 
bureau claims that all the natural 
flow appropriation of Warren act 
contractors over and above the 
amount of their contracts goes 
tji the U. S, government, and that 
50 assuming control over it, It may 
store the water or deliver it to 
Some other government project, 
altho the date of the government's 
appropriation is 1904 and the ap- 
propriation dates of all the other 
Warren act contractors Is earlier. 
In a suit brought against the 
state and the Farmers Irrigation 
district by the U. S. reclamation 
bureau in the federal district court 
here, DeaJdns said, the national 
government 
is 
attempting 
to 


"claim control of all of our return 
flow and of all of the public wat- 
ers flowing in the state." 


"There is the further point In 


this action," he continued, "and 
that is this: Whether the Warren 
act contractors are 
limited not 


only to storage waters which those 
contractors get, or to the natural 
flow waters as well." 


Point at Issue. 


"Altho the state Irrigation de 


partment isn't interested in whether 
that limitation applies to the bu- 
reau of reclamation or the federal 
government the state contends 
that if it does apply, the surplus 
water becomes public water again 
and goes to the next junior appro- 
prlator. The state feels that-is a 
reasonable construction and a con- 
struction to the interests of irriga- 
tors down the stream." 


A New Frontier.

"Nebraska has been one of the 


pioneer states in irrigation," he 
said. "She has approximately 800,- 
000 acres under irrigation anc 
could easily double that in the next 
10 years by additional reservoir 
storage of flood and waste waters 
return flow, and thru pump irri- 
gation." He pointed to the neec 
for water navigation which he salt 
would lower freight lates. 


Ivan D. Wood, extension engi- 


neer for the agricultural college, 
told delegates that pump irriga- 
tion, tho not a panacea, provides 
many opportunities for stabilizing 
farm Income. 


He estimated the average cost 


of pumping at ten cents per acre 
foot per foot of lift 
"when all 
things are taken into considera- 
tion" and described the growth of 
the practice in Nebraska. 


"A good pumping plant, a good

The supreme court was asked 


Thursday by attorneys for Dr. 
Joseph P. Weyrens of Scottsbluff 
to order the county medical society 
to reinstate him as a member and 
to enjoin it and its officers from 
depriving 
him 
of 
benefits of 


membership, which include the 
right to take his patients to the 
Methodist hospital. 


Prior to August, 1935, the relief 


administration had an arrange- 
ment 
with 
the 
state 
medical 


society by which its members 
would care for patients on relief 
at 50 percent of the usual fees. 
On Aug. 8 the society met and 
raised the fee to 100 percent. 
Weyrens objected. He says that 
in order to prevent any doctors 
from attending charity patients 
for less than 100 percent fees a 
motion was passed, stating it to be 
a breach of ethics and conduct for 
any member to deal individually 
with the county or state units in 
care of its indigent poor. 


Weyrens declined to abide by 
the decision, and later accepted 
appointment 
as county medical 


adviser 
without pay. He was 


warned by other doctors that if he 
handled charity patients on a 
basis of less than the full fee, he 
would get into trouble. In April, 
1936, 
he was informed he had 


been dropped from 'the society. 
Weyrens claims this deprived him 
of valuable property- rights, in 
that it deprived him of hospital 
practice and thus reduced his in- 
come. He challenged the power 
of the society to expel him, but 
lost in district court. 


The 
society's 
attorneys con- 


tended that as it is unincorporated 
and not organized for trade or 
business, it is not subject to suit; 
that the court cannot interfere 
or attempt to direct or control its 
internal affairs; that no civil or 
property right is involved, and 
hence the court will not inquire 
into the validity of the resolution; 
that it does not control the taking 
of patients to the hospital; that 
plaintiff had failed to exhaust hia 
remedy of appeal to the state 
association, and that the matter of 
disciplining members is an exclu- 
sive right of the society.

"I had nothing to lose, I just 


took the hard way and lost," was 
Sam ' Rlvette's explanation 
to 


Deputy Warden Olsen wh&n the 
recaptured lifer was- taken back 
to the penitentiary Thursday morn- 
ing. 


Rivette said he always figured 


he had "nothing to lose" and^-ever 
since he entered the prison in 
1934, after receiving his life sen- 
tence for the death of Luceen Mar- 
shall, Lincoln school youth, he had 
heen planning an escape. 


"When the pardon board started 


turning down the first timers, I 
figured that a three time loser 
like me didn't have a chance, so t 
took the hard way and lost," said 
Rivette. 


A man may have a long bad 


record against him but still take 
pride in his word. That was Rlv- 
ette's only consolation Thursday. 


"At least, deputy," the Texas 


badman said, "I didn't come to 
your office and try to get stucK 
out as a trusty by telling you how 
good I was. If I had given my 
word I'd have kept It, but I fig- 
ured this was the only way." 


Biting zero weather was laiv- 
ette's undoing. It was colder than 
he ever expected, and with only 
his light clothing the walk down- 
town was cruel torture. He said 
he walked to the railroad track 
west of the^ prison, followed it for 
a distance," then cut over to 14th 
street and then down to O. Suffer- 
ing with cold, he turned to the 
first rooming house he could find, 
at 1327 O. 
- When asked why he didn't wait 
for Moss and Mead to escape, 
Rivette retorted "the others were 
too slow coming. You see the sheet 
broke with me, so they had to go 
back and get some more blankets." 


The 
lowest readings in

They 
called him the "hew bluebeard." 


Weldmann's admitted other vic- 


tims were Raymond Lesobre, a 
real estate renting agent, Roger 
Leblond, Arthur Frommer, a Ger- 
man, and Frommer's 
chauffeur,

is greatly increased. 


''The desired internal pressure 


may be secured by admitting com- 
pressed air to the members, or by 
the- use of hydrogen or helium, 
where a greater saving in weight 
is desired." 


A plan of pump and valve con- 


trol for handling the gas pressure 
within the frame and for altering 
it with atmospheric pressure, and 
covering1 the plane wings with a 
"sandwich"—two 
thin sheets of 


metal filled with "kapok or similar 
substance"—instead of solid metal, 
are included. 
Dr. Goddard has been experi- 


menting under Guggenheim grants 
for three years in the desert near 
Roswell, N. A|., on rockets de- 
signed for 
stratosphere flights.

Protesting that it has no inten- 


tion of trying to tell the editor 
what he must print, and defending 
ta action on the ground that the 
publication of the article might 
well have been intended to in- 
jmidate the workers, it issued 


subpoena directing 
him 
to 


jring into court all records con- 
nected with the article, proof of 


allegations made and docu- 


ment* upon which it was made. 
The editor promptly notified the 
ooard that he would do nothing 
of the kind. The board says that 
it will ask a court order, but In 
view of the disturbance raised it 
may change its mind. 


The American Newspaper Pub- 


iiahers association, looking upon 
thin subpoena as an attack upon 
the freedom of the press, assigned 
ita Washington 
counsel, 
Elisha 


Hanson, to defend the editor. Mr. 
Hanson saya that under the Taw 
the editor need pay no attention 
to the summons and that by the 
very nature of his business he ia 
obligated not to appear. Mr. Han- 
son say* that it is an invasion of 
the rights of the people to a free 
pre**. He points out what many 
are probably prone to forget, that 
the press is but the trustee of 
that popular right to have a press 
free from government 
restraint, 


and that it is a type of intimida- 
tion many time* worse than that 
the board complains of. Mr. Han- 
son says that every publisher true 
to his truat must refuse to comply 
with any demand of the govern- 
ment to lay bare not only the 
sources of their information by the 
record of their work, the inner 
working* of Their minds and the 
reasons controlling either the new* 
or the editorial policy. 


The magazine Is printed 
on 


glossed paper, and not at all of 
the type that would be widely cir- 
culated 
among 
steel 
worker*. 


Probably nothing would have come 
of the publication had the article 
not been widely reproduced. 


IJNDY A CANDIDATE. 


The frantic search for a leader 


who can capture the allegiance and 
the Imagination of the great mass 
of republican and opposition vot- 
er* has led some of the searcher* 
to pick on Col. Chai. A. Lindbergh. 
He has been mentioned from time 
to time and It 1* not surprising 
that he should be mentioned again, 
now that he ii back in the news as 
a result of hi* nirprise visit to 
this country. 


In spite of hi* fame and popular- 


ity, there are a number 
of ob- 


stacles In the way of Lindbergh'* 
candidacy. The first and most im- 
portant i* his objection to public- 
ity. The flying colonel haa made 
a 
determined effort 
to 
avoid 


crowd* and publicity for a number 
of year*. HI* removal of his fam- 
ily to England grew out of this 
dealre to avoid constant attention 
by admirer* and constant mention 
In newspapers, on the radio and 
on the screen. 


If the colonel does seek the 


prenidency he will have to mix 
with the mass of voters. 
He will 


have to appear constantly in pub' 
He, He cannot afford to offend a 
single voter. It Is doubtful if Lmil- 
.berg can bring himself to meet the 
public in this manlier. He is not 
endowed with the gift of fraterniz- 
ing with crowds. He would prob- 
ably find discomfort in every mo- 
ment of a presidential campaign 
and it is doubtful If he wishes to 
subject himself to thia discomfort. 


If, however, the colonel can be 


persuaded to aee the presidency, 
there are still some obstacles. The 
removal of the Lindbergh* to Eng- 
land was not the sort of move a 
politician would make. In spite" of 
all that has happened, there arc 
many Americans who resent this 
action. And the fact that the Lind- 
bergh children have been left In 
England shows how the 
colonel 


fetls nbout this matter.

sidered aeHoualy. 


ISSUES IN TWO CITIES. 


Two ventures into infrequently 


entered field* have been conaidered 
recently by two American muni- 
cipalities. Seattle ha* considered 
an ordinance dedgned to regul&te 
rental rates of apartment houses, 
hotels and residences. Los Angeles 
ha* considered the passage of an 
ordinance providing for licensing 
legally operated racing track book 
making office*. 


The Seattle ordinance comes as 


:he aftermath ofv a long and *o 
far ineffective campaign against 
.ncreasing rental 
price* in that 


city. The increases are said to have 
been .so widespread and general 
as to cause the formation of citi- 
zens committees and the holding 
of mass meetings where protests 
lave been voiced. The proposed or- 
dinance would compel every land- 
lord to submit a schedule of rates 
for his properties. It would set up 


complaint committee, formed of 


city officials, .which would con- 
sider the complaints ot tenants. 
Where the committee finds tho 
complaints of tenants well founded, 
a recommendation to the 
city 


council will follow, hearings will 
be held, and if the contention Is 
sustained rate reductions 
would 


follow. 


During the World war New 


York and Washington attempted 
to regulate rentals by ordinance. 
These efforts were 
sustained on 


the ground that a war emergency 
existed. Now such an ordinance 
might be sustained on the ground 
that a repression emergency ex- 
ists. It is said of the Seattle or- 
dinance that if passed its legality 
will be tested in the courts. 


Lcs Angeles, in the proposal to 


legalize race track book making 
is merely tpying to hold some of 
the money in that city that has 
been going to Mexican race tracks. 
The ordinance there would legalize 
such racing gambling at a fee of 
?Z,000 a year, and the 
profits 


amassed by, the book makers also 
would remain in Los Angeles. Now 
much of it goes to Tia Juana and 
other Mexican racing centers. Los 
Angeles wants its share of the 
money that is being lost in gambl- 
ing. Nebraska has done about the 
same thing in legalizing parimu- 
tuel betting. 


When cities get away from the 


fundamental reasons for govern- 
ment the job of running them be- 
comes more and more complex.

Mayor Copeland, Director Yen- 
ner and other* connected with city 
administration

firm*. For a number of year* the 
department ha* rendered the *erv- 
ice free with a maximum of aome 
23 patron*, not including munici- 
pal ca*h agencies. They are now 
inquiring 
whether 
a 
privately 
owned and managed armored car 
is sufficient to serve and whether 
or not its operators can render 
satisfactory and lasting aervice. 
The management of the car may 
be a*ked to submit a customer 
list. The business now I* divided 
between that car and the police 
car. 
It wa* hinted that perhap* 


something in the way of announced 
public policy or legislation should 
be forthcoming. The bonded fea- 
ture apparently i* of interest. 


"In my opinion," said Director 
Venner, "the city should get out 
of this business a* toon as it can 
be assured of an adequate service 
rendered by private parties at 
reasonable co*t. 
It 
is possible 
that iuch aervice should be li- 
censed." He conceded that the pri- 
vate carrier fumishe* more in the 
way of protection to the patron 
than does the city. Asked why the 
city had not made nominal charge 
for the service, he replied: "We 
only furnish transportation. 
The 
private carrier furnishes further 
protection. 
We are not liable in 


any respect for the moneys we 
carry. If we made a charge there 
would be the question of liability." 


At its peak load the police car 
served bonks, theaters, oil com- 
panies, a railroad, business firms, 
state fair, university, county treas- 
urer, Btate treasurer and state 
banking department. 
Eleven of 
these were served daily or twice 
daily. Four received once-a-week 
service while nine required serv- 
ice at odd times. 
In event the 
city steps out of the field it would 
still carry its own cash to bank. 


The Nebraska 
Farm Bureau 
Federation in its meeting at the 
university college of agriculture 
approved "congressional farm leg- 
islation" in a general way. Efforts 
In the resolutions committee to 
designate any certain pending bill, 
such as the Pope-McGill bill, which 
confains a compulsory feature, 
were not accepted by the commit- 
tee, so the federation la silent on 
the compulsory feature of pro- 
posed legislation. It approves the 
ever normal granary and soil con- 
servation. 
The committee sent 
out a resolution opposing propose'd 
tax exenvption of homesteads, but 
President C. Y. Thompson opposed 
the resolution and it was defeated 
on the floor of the federation. 
Newspaper reports said "it ap- 
peared to be misunderstood on the 
floor." By this action the federa- 
tion may be said to remain silent 
on the question of homestead ex- 
emption. 


The state railway 
commission 
has a regulation holding down the 
speed of passenger buses to 45 
miles an hour. It is a matter of 
common observation that many 
bus drivers pay no attention to 
this regulation. 
The commission 


has no policemen of its own on the 
highways to enforce its order, hav- 
ing no money for that purpose. 
The state law limits the speed of 
trucks to 35 miles an hour. Road 
travelers say that many drivers 
•violate this law. The state high- 
way 
department 
has 
recently 
placed policemen on the highways 
to enforce the speed laws. Many 
violators have been stopped and 
warned. It remains to be seen how 
effective will be this form of regu- 
lation. 


• A recent incident in connection 
with the action of the 
county 
board in Douglas county, related 
by the World-Herald, indicates 
why that county is a year and a 
half behind in its bills. Monday the 
board bought a carload of gasoline 
from a dealer who was not the low 
bidder but who is said to have had 
a monopoly of the business in the 
past. When the county purchasing 
agent was asked about it he said 
that the county had been using a 
lot of the company's gas, and was 
used to it. He did not think the 
low bidder should be awarded the 
contract because ho knew nothing 
about the company. A purchasing 
agent ia hired to save a count}' 
money.

MEN AND THINGS* \ 


Even a war loses its news value. 
Only occasional references are now 
made in public print as to what 
is going on in Spain. One reason 
ia that weather conditions inter- 
fere with whatever enjoyment is 
contained in slaughtering their 
fellow-men, but with the bomber 
plane a major factor in winning 
a war this situation. n«ed not ob- 
tain. Observers say that the major 
part of the army of Franco is 
composed- of foreigners, with Ger- 
mans and Italians predominating:, 
and that in the loyalist army can 
be found a large number of men 
recruited from other countries who 
are possessed of the strange desire 
to take part in a war in which 
they are not interested, even tho 
it may mean death. We don't like 
the type of war either. 


We can understand the sympa- 
thetic attitude of the farmers to- 
ward the plans of the administra- 
tion to place them on a price parity 
with Industry, but we cannot un- 
derstand why so many of them 
cling: to the belief that the admin- 
istration ia competent to bring this 
about after having failed after 
more than four years' trial. It IB 
not possible now to predict what 
sort of bill will emerge from the 
legislative cauldron, but the main 
idea of administration policies re- 
mains the aame as before, that 
the farmer must submit to bureau- 
cratic control extending down to 
every detail of his operations. 


The educators are still busy sug- 


gesting means of Improving our 
system of injecting information 
into the minds of youth. This is 
true of Germany and Italy, we 
read, gust aa it is true of this 
country. 
We pause to inquire 


what good any education will be 
to people who are not allowed to 
do their own thinking, plan their 
own careers or given an oppor- 
tunity to gain Information from 
an unbiased source of news. 
Pop- 
ular education to its widest extent 
and the use of the best metnods 
of spreading education are neces- 
sary adjuncts of a democracy, but 
with the people elsewhere already 
turning away from democracy and 
a lot of them in this country cheer- 
ing a similar movement, it would 
seem this money is likely to be 
wasted. 


The governor of Vermont says 
that the trouble with the republi- 
can party is that it is a party of 
old men, and that unless it can 
reconstruct itself so that it con- 
tains an appeal to the youth of 
the country it will die of senility 
This is equivalent to saying thai 
the party is composed largely oi 
men of experience and judgment 
characteristics of Intelligent olc 
age, and that in this age youth 
has no use for leadership of that 
type. It is a fact that youth is 
registering democratic in numbers 
alarming to republican 
leaders 


and it ia because democratic party 
policy is based,on change and ex- 
periment. About the only consola- 
tion an oldster gets out of the. sit- 
us t ion Is that on youth will fall 
the burden of paying the greater 
part of the bill. 


Trading appears to be about as

In many cauiea of chronic bran- 
cliitU where there ar* pftroKysms 
of coughing with expoctoration of 
a large quantity of sputum there is 
bronchi«cta*i*. that is, dilatation of 
gome ot the bronchial tubes. These 
patients may p&M th« greater part 
ot the day with little or no cough- 
ing and then, with a change of 
position or perhapa first thing in 
the morning have a hard coughing 
•pell, 
It is a good habit for any one 


with chronic bronchitis to get into 
the/ knee-chest position and hold 
th« position for a few minutes two 
or thrt« times a day, if not too 
feeble. That is, get down on hand* 
and knees and, keeping the thigh* 
vertical, lower the chest to the 
floor and rett there with, forearms 
on the floor. 


Or practice first thing on waking 
the bed-floor position for a few 
minutes. That is, lie prone across 
the bed with chest and forearms 
resting on the floor. 
The purpose of both of these 


Billy stunta is to favor drainage 
and to clear the cheit of sputum 
accumulated in the dilated bron- 
chial tubes. 
It is an excellent thing for every 
one who is subject to chronic bron- 
chitis, bronchieetasia, emphysema 
(ballooning of air-cella in the 
lungs) or asthma to practice belly 
breathing regularly, a half dozen 
inflations at a seance, three or 
four times a day. 


To do this, lie supine (better 
make sure you know the difference 
between prone and* supine, or you'll 
get yourself all upset for nothing) 
with knees flexed and feet resting 
on floor or bed. Keep your mouth 
open. Let one hand rest on the 
belly as an index. Take a slow, 
even inhalation and imagine the 
air is inflating the entire trunk and 
expanding the lower portion of 
belly first and gradually the upper 
portion and finally the chest. Don't 
strain. Take it easy, breathing at 
the rate of about five or six tunes 
minute, or even more slowly if 


you like. 
Avoid jerky, hasty ef- 
fort. 
When the inflation is com- 


plete, close the mouth and let the 
air escape thru the nose without 
any effort or ftrced expulsion. Ob- 
serve the steady rise and fall of 
your hand. 
Not more than six 


such inflations at a seance. It is 
difficult to do this belly breathing 
exercise well^at first, but you will 
find your performance improves 
with practice, with many months 
of practice.

A PlatUmouth Attorney Thinks 


Country Should be Delivered 
from th« Lawyers.

Here is one paragraph from the 
senate (farm relief) bill: 


The Guardian has many .farmers amon 


Ita subscribers. Please, Guardian farmei. 
t«ll a writer man, 
such a» tha Stage 
Hand, what tht following means: 


"The marketing: quota for any 
farm shall be the amount of the 
current crop of the commodity 
produced on the farm less the nor- 
mal yield of the farm acreage 
planned to such crop in excess of 
the percentage, as proclaimed un- 
der this lection, of the soil deplet- 
ing base acreage of such crop." 


This is evidently the work of 


lawyer statesmen and It is as clear 
as mud. 


Our legal profession constitute 


much less than 1 percent of our 
population, yet 70 to 80 percent 
of important offices In the land 
are filled by lawyers. Is this not 
a 'reflection upon the intelligence 
of our non-legal population ? The 
average lawyer knows 3ust about 
as much about political economy 
and the science of government aa 
a "hog about heaven," and the re- 
sult of the lawyer statesmen rule 
for the past 100 years in this 
country, proves 
their incompe- 


tency. A few people now own the 
wealth of the land and extract 
enormous and, to them, useless in- 
comes from the industries of the 
country, while millions are unem- 
ployed and on doles. The lawyer 
statesmen has aided in bringing 
about this condition.

run a car and pay him while my 
car ia idle. 


A lady living on the farm drives 
the family car to take the two 
small daughters

miles to 
school and she was forced to buy 
glasses to read the letters while 
she already had good ones for all 
her other uses. She and her hus- 
band together had to pay about 
$20 and they are paying out on 
their farm as best they can. I seu 
no reason why she couldn't drive 
their car to take the children to 
and from school. They can't be 
risked to walk that six miles a 
day. There seems to be no reason 
or sense in people in authority.

bins, the latter the man who cap- 
tured Rivette in 1934 after a run- 
ning gun battle down O street on 
the way to Prairie Home 
Rivette, Latham, Moss and Mead 
had probably worked more than 
two months getting details ready 
for the early morning break 


Latham and Moss were cellmates 
and Rivette and Fred Mead occu- 
pied another cell several doors 
away on the upper tier of the west 
cell block 


The following reconstruction of 
the plot was made by Deputy 
Warden Olsen who escorted re- 
porters to the scene of the break 
early Thursday 


Latham and Moss, Rivette and 
Fred Mead had cells 36 and 39 on 
the upper tier gallery of the west 
cell block in the 
administration 
building Using tools stolen from 
the prison shop, both cell groups 
had sawed the bars In the lower 
front of their cells 
Rivette and 
Mead came out of their cell after 
punching the bars thru to the cell 
of Latham and Moss who had al- 
ready punched thru the bars of 
their cell to admit their compan- 
ions in the escape The four prob- 
ably had worked on the bars for 
the past month it is believed 
The four, now in Latham and 
Moss' cell, then set to work with 
their assortment of tools punching 
a hole in the thin metal sheathing 
of the ceiling of the cell 


Because the cell block is locked 
tight at 8 p m and no guards 
are allowed upstairs after that 
time there was no possible way 
that the activities of the men in 
preparing for the break could be 
detected 


They were successful in cutting 
a hole in the cell ceiling about 14 
by 10 inches Climbing thru this 
the men got into the space above, 
the cell below the roof This is air 
space used to circulate air by the 
fans of the cell block Getting this 
far they then went to work punch- 
ing a hole thru the asbestos and 
thin metal sheathing to the roof 
Then securing the rope, made of 
the sheets, Latham made the first 
venture to the ground, 40 feet or 
more below 


It is believed that the sound of 
his fall is what awakened Mrs 
Olsen, wife of the deputy, about 
2 a m 
Rivette went back for 
more sheets and repaired his rope 
and was successful in gaining the 
ground 
If Moss and Mead also 
were in on the plot, as believed 
by prison officials, they then lost 
their nerve and went back to their 
cells where they were discovered 
shortly after Latham was captured 
by Hoffman and spread the alarm 
Mead and Moss stoutly insisted 
they had no intention of escaping 
and vehemently declared that Riv 
ette had held a knife on them and 
threatened their lives if they so 
much as made an outcry 


Break Long Planned 
Proof that the prison break had 
been long planned was found when 
dawn came and prison guards 
could make a search of the roof 
of the administration building Not 
only did they find another rope 
made of twisted prison blankets 
but they found a //IJu array of 
improvised tools which had been 
used by the men in battering their 
way to the roof 


Included in the assortment of 
tools were Two heavy iron crow- 
bars about four feet long, a hack- 
saw blade in an improvised handle 
a heavy makeshift punch an im- 
provised chisel 
f i v e hacksaw 
blades, pliers screws a ruler, a 
ball of stout string, large and email 
files, a crude knife or dagger, a 
putty knife, a heavy piece of steel 
that could be used as a weapon, a 
bit and a brace It was evident that 
the men for months had been pick- 
Ing up or had brought to them by 
confederates from the prison shop 
every piece of iron or steel that 
could be used to aid them in their 
break 


Rivette, Moss and Mead were 
working In the laundry at the 
prison and Latham was a member 
of the yard ITang 


That the break had been sched- 
uled for Thursday morning for 
some time was determined after 
Dr 
Flnkle reported to Deputy 
Warden Olsen Moss had been 111 
for lome tlmt with a cold and had 
previously secured a "seven day

The doctor had visited 
him Wednesday and wanted Moss 
to go to the hospital but he put 
up an "uproar" insisting1 he wasn t 
sick enough to go to the infirmary 
saying; that he would be all right 
if he stayed in his cell 
He evidently, said Olsen, wanted 
to be sure that he was not in the 
hospital In the middle of the prison 
yard when his companions made 
their break 


Rivette, who has a long bad rec- 
ord behind him, was received at 
the penitentiary on June 26, 1934 
along with his companion Walter 
Dean, now 30, on a life term for 
the murder of Luceen Marshall,

Hia arrest resulted from one of 
the typical ' hunches' of Detective 
Bobbins 
Parked in their cruiser 
car headed west at 14th and O st 
Robbins saw a Studebaker sedan 
coming east on O 


Turning to Volcott Condit, his 
companion, Robbins said, ' those 
birds look bad to me let's give 
them a shake" Wheeling, their 
car around on O st with Condit 
driving, the cruiser took after the 
car overtaking and stopping them 
near 19th and O Robbins got out 
of the car to make the frisk " As 
he approached the gunmen s car, 
of which Rivette was the driver, 
the bandit car slowly drew away 
and the men started firing 


Robbins ]umped back Into the 
cruiser and the pursuit was on 
\vith the gun battle laging be- 
tween the two cars, the Texans 
using an old high power rifle to 
shoot back at the officers, after 
knocking the glass out oC the back 
window of the sedan 
Luceen Marshall, walking home 
from school, about 24th and O 
on Friday, April ^1 was hit by 
one of the bullets from the ban- 
dit s rifle and sank to the ground 
He was taken to St Elizabeth hos- 
pital by his principal, Rex Bailey, 
wheer he lived until Monday 
In the meantime, the bandit and 
police cars, with siren screaming,

"mule minded " The demand for 
mules is not quite as good right

experiment station, the speculator 
and the man who tries to run his 
farm as a business 
If a man 
takes too long chances and loses, 
he deserves tittle sympathy, he 
said, but some of the gamble in 
farming can be removed by the 
development of a long time pro- 
gram for each farm Such a pro- 
gram must take Into account the 
resources of the locality and the 
ability of the operator, affirmed 
Mr Baker 
A reasonable basis of land ten- 
ure is necessary for any success 
ful plan he declared and livestock 
fits into such a program because 
animals convert coarse roughage 
into human food 
One important 
thing, he warned, is for each 
farmer to select the kind of live 
stock which he likes for if the 
animals please him he will give 
them better care and he will be 
more likely to succeed with them 


Grasp Opportunities. 


"Farmers must be prepared to 
take advantage of opportunities in 
changeful times like these," ad- 
vised S R McKelvie, former gov-

' It lg sound practice in the 
livestock industry to have animals 
aa nearly ready for market at all 
times &9 possible for then they can 
be -sold to advantage if an oppor- 
tunity offers ' More opportunities 
are made than merely happen, he 
declared, therefore it is a good

stock in good condition, he said

Purpose of Taxes 


Dr G O Virtue of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska told the eco- 
nomics group meeting that the 
aim and purpose of taxes is to 
produce adequate revenue 
The 
morning session was given over 
to a discussion of all phases of 
taxation. "The theory that taxes 
can be used only for public pur- 
poses is still generally held," he 
said, 'but the concept of public 
purposes* has been so broadened 
that it has well mgh lost its mean- 
ing 
The tendency has been to 
stretch its meaning to include 
every 
kind of undertaking, to 
make the interest of Tom, Dick 
and Harry a national Interest, 
their welfare the general welfare, 
and when once we have arrived at 
these vague but magic words all 
restraints upon the use of the tax- 
ing power are in danger of being 
set aside " 
Dr Virtue referred also to the 
question of taxing power for non- 
revenue purposes 
He said tantf 
taxes for protection as well as 
revenue are in force 
Chain store 
taxes and the liquor and tobacco 
taxes are designed to check con- 
sumption 
There are undivided 


profits tax designed to force cor- 
porations to conform to the gov- 
ernment's 
views as to reserve 
policy. 
Prof L B Snyder of the Ne- 
braska college of agriculture con 
trasted the economics of commis- 
sioner 
and supervisor form of 
county government in Nebraska 


Hi* talk waa baa«d upon a recent 
atudy made by the ruial economic* 
department in 12 counties 
But 
little difference waa found in ex* 
pendtturea for general administra- 
tion in the two types of counties.

choose the middle of the night for 
his visit.

and soothed his shaking 


nerves. 


It all happened because Premier 


Mussolini wanted to meet Mamou- 
lian before he departed from Italy 
m couple of weeks ago, and so be- 
gan two days of real life action as 
fast and fantastic as any the di- 
rector ever dared fuse into one of 
his films. Mamoulian was in Na- 
ples planning his visit to the vol- 
cano when word came that Musso- 
lini would like to see him the fol- 
lowing day. In order for him to re- 
turn to Rome In time for his en- 
gagement with Mussolini it was 
necessary for him to visit Vesuv- 
lous that night, if at alL So Ma- 
moulian engaged a guide who In-

For an hour they 
climbed the narrow trail, made 
smooth as glass by the lava and

Soon they neared the top where 
they felt hot coals dropping around 
them from exploding lava and 
white fumes of sulphur enfolded 
them almost to the point of suf- 
focation.

turn back if there were any 
danger. 


"It was an inferno," Mamoulian 
•aid, shuddering. "I told the fellow 
we should turn back. He urged me 
on, saying, 'Life is too long, any- 
way.'

Mamoulian returned to his hotel 
that night with his hands bleeding, 
his clothes in tatters and his face 
yellow from sulphur.

Cothran, speaking before the state 
Irrigation association, closed with 
thl* summary of what he believes 
to be belt for the well being of 
Nebraska as a whole: 
"First, (he protection of existing 
acquired water rights against the 
encroachment of water user: of 
other states; second, the conser- 
vation, development and utiliz- 
ation of our greatest, soil and 
water, water In the streams, water 
in the great underflow of our 
•tate; third, the development of 
more industry, more factories in 
Nebraska leading to a more bal- 
anced economy, giving us an abil- 
ity to withstand the shock of ad- 
verse agricultural conditions; and 
fourth, and equally Important, I 
would cay, for the benefit of all 
Nebraska, 
agriculture, industry 


and business the maintenance of 
our sound financial policy, which 
has proven to be so successful in 
the past and is the epvy of almost 
every other state in the union at 
the present time." 
Three-fourths of a million acres 


of land in Nebraska are now under 
irrigation, the governor said, as a 
result of gradual development) pri- 
orities were established and yet it 
Is still necessary to protect these 
rights against encroachment from 
water users In other states. Dry 
years have taught people to value 
water rights and conservation of 
water and soil. He said time was 
when people' thought they knew 
how much irrigation was worth 
per acre and* the maximum that 
could be employed for construction 
co&ts, but recent experience has 
demonstrated the fallacy of these 
old beliefs. Crop records of land 
under irrigation compared with 
non-irrigated land during the past 
few years have proven that the 
value of irrigation per acre is 
greatly in excess of the maximum 
figure of ten years ago. 


The governor stressed pump ir- 
rigation, when it is feasible 
He 
asserted that both the state and 
government should protect the 
. vested rights of individuals who 
have acquired priority rights, the 
state to exercise supervision over 
use and distribution of water. 


Nebraska Inducements. 
In low taxes and a state free 
from bonded debt Gov. Cochran 
•aid Nebraska offers great induce- 
ment to industries, new forms of 
taxes having been firmly resisted 
by Nebraskans. He said the bonded 
debt of the state's subdivisions has 
been reduced $2,000,000 In a two 
year period.

BEATRICE. Neb. UP). G. W. 
Steinmeyer, president of the Beat- 
rice chamber ot commerce, named 
its city planning; committee as the 
group which will devise ways and 
means of raising $4,700 to initiate 
refinancing of the Lutheran hos- 
pital here. 
Steinmeyer aaid the hospital is 


five years In arrears on interest 
Sayments for $94,000 in outsland- 
ig bonds, and unless the refinanc- 
ing plan is accepted by 73 percent 
of the bond holders, the hospital 
faces foreclosure proceedings. 


The refinancing plan: The hos- 
pital would raiae $4,700 (5 per- 
cent of the principal of the bonds) 
and distribute it proportionately 
among the bondholders. 


New first mortgage bonds for 
947,000 (50 percent of the value 
of the outstanding bonds) would 
be issued to replace the present 
bonds. They would draw 2^ per- 
cent interest the first three years, 
and 3 percent interest the remain- 
der of the time. 
The principal 


would mature in 1947, and $5,000 
payments would toe made annually 
beginning- in 1941. The cost of 
refinancing would not be the bur- 
den of the bondholders. 


The Lutheran church erected the 
hospital, and has contributed to its 
support until now without outside 
aid.

TOKYO. (Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.) The foreign 
newspaperman realizes soon after 
his arrival in Japan that he no 
'longer leads a very private life. 
No matter where he goes or 


what he says, it is all likely to be 
recorded 
carefully 
by Nippon's 
ever-present police. 
The Japanese sleuthing is effi- 


cient, but it is done with little ef- 
fort at concealment, nearly al- 
ways is polite, free from rough- 
ness or unpleasantness. 
But the police know where you 
live, when you go to and from 
your office,"* what books you read 
and probably whether you brush 
your teeth with paste or powder. 
Any journey outside is fully re- 
corded in your dossier in the for- 
eign affairs section of the metro- 
Dolitan police bureau.

brought home to the writer re- 
cently in an interview with an of- 
ficial.

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GJAN1FLYING BOATS 


SOON WILL TAKE AIR 


Intended for Ocean Travel 


and May Garry a Hundred 


Passengers. 


WASHINGTON. UP). When the 


world's largest flying boat, a 43 
ton monster, is launched on the 
west coast 'early next year its 55 
ton successor—almost as large as 
the ships of Columbus' fleet—will 
be under construction. 


Last week the newest of the 


huge flying boats, a 32 ton ship. 
built by Glenn U Martin for the 
Russian government, was launched 
near Baltimore. Long before It is 
uncrated in Russia, however, it 
will be superseded by the larger, 
more powerful, and more efficient 
airplanes now being built as fast 
as the factories can work with the 
Insufficient 
number 
of 
trained 
workmen available. 
So rapid is progress being made 
to keep pace with the growing de- 
mand for trans-oceanic air service 
that the term "newest" has lost 
most of its significance. Thus, 
while the Boeing Aircraft company 
is rushing to completion two 43 
ton 72 passenger boats, the Con- 
solidated Aircraft company is on 
the way to building the 55 ton 
sky giants. Across the country in 
his Bridgeport, Conn., factory, the 
former Russian count Igor Si- 
korsky, -is quietly planning 100 ton 
flying boats. And the end is not 
yet in sight. 
The new Consolidated ship is de- 
cigned to carry between 90 and 100 
passengers and a ton of mail 
across the Atlantic in 18 hours. Its 
three decks will provide sleeping 
compartments, a full sized dining 
room, rest rooms, and a cocktail 
bar in addition to accommodations 
for the ship.'s crew enroute. Only 
' an 
elevator 
between decks 
la 
needed to make it a small flying 
hotel. 


s 
pour 1,500 horsepower engines 
will haul its huge bulk off the sur- 
face of the water and then, throt- 
tled down to half their total power, 
will hurtle it across the oceans at 
190 miles an hour. 
Such flying boats "indicate ;just 
how big these things are going to 
get," said Dr. George W. Lewis, 
research director of the national 
advisory committee, the 
official 
government aeronautical research 
organization, is credited by air- 
craft makers with much of the 
Improvement which has been made 
In American and foreign airplanes 
during the past 2u years because 
of its fundamental studies on the 
problems of flight. 
The larger flying boats will be 
much smoother, quieter and more 
efficient than their predecessors 
now in use, Dr. Lewis said, "be- 
cause the bigger they are the bet- 
ter they are aerodynamically." A 
heavier airplane is less subject to 
the effects of air currents which 
toss a smaller ship aboftt, he added, 
and the newer designs insure the 
combined roar of the four huge 
engines will sound no louder than 
an electric fan inside the cabins.

Building association expressly pro- 
vided that no member shall be 
liable for any debt or obligation 
of the association. In the opinion 
of the trustee and iU counsel judg- 
ment could not be obtained against 
Sesostris Temple and if obtained 
would be of no value. 
Delay 
in foreclosure of 
the 
mortgage and litigation as to the 
liability of Sesostris Temple would 
mean the loss of the present offer 
to purchase, says the trustee. The 
trustee, the petition relates, has 
made definite and determined ef- 
forts to sell the property but no 
other offer equally good as -the 
offer of the East Side Realty com- 
pany has been obtained. 
If the 
proposed offer cannot be accepted 
by Dec. 28; It will expire and 
security which consists principally 
of the club hou^e and a golf course 
will materially decline in value.

lithop Station of the 


V. U. Church It Deod 


Students of Agriculture Col- 


lege Present the 


Program. 


Six hundred attended th« farm- 


era fun feed held at the of col- 
lege campus Wednesday night in 
conjunction with the third day's 
program of organized agriculture. 
The dinner was served by the 
Home Economics cafeteria, after 
which a short program was pre- 
sented by the students of ag col- 
lege. 
The program 
consisted of a 
short speech of welcome by Dean 
W. W. Burr and a group of short 
skits by the Dramatics club, Alpha 
Gamma Rho, Farmhouse, Ag Col- 
lege Cafeteria Boarding club and 
the Ag College Boarding club. The 
men's chorus and the girl's chorus 
under the direction of Mrs. Altinaa 
Tullls sang several selections. Miss 
Finch was the accompanist for the 
choral numbers. 


A proper balance between for- 
ages, grasses and grain crops on 
Nebraska farms will allow Ne- 
braska to again take her place at 
the head of the agricultural states 
of the cornbelt, P. H. Stewart of 
Omaha told farmers at the Ne- 
braska college of agricultuie late 
Wednesday. His talk was a feature 
of the joint session between crops 
and livestock. 
Stewart, formerly e x t e n s i o n 
agronomist at the agricultural col- 
lege but now with the Federal 
Land bank, was one of the head- 
line talkers Balancing grain crop 
acreage with acreage devoted to 
forage and grasses, he said, will 
get the greatest net income for 
Nebraska over a period of years. 
Forages and pastures, the Omahan 
added, should have careful consid- 
eration for three reasons. He-Usted 
soil conservation, crop risk and 
safety in production and net farm 
income. 
The Federal Land bank official 


cited many examples in his vivid 
talk. He told of a recent trip thru 
some counties which 20 years 
formed a great livestock area. Un- 
til 17 years ago the area was 
' largely in grass. High grain prices 
of the war came. Land was broken 
up. Prices dropped. Water erosion 
took place. Today this area does 
not resemble the one of 20 years 
ago. Farm values have dropped 
greatly. One farm with original 
valuation of »15,685 in 1918 is to- 
day valued at 11,700 or slightly 
more than 10 percent of the orig- 
inal investment. 
Stewart related how a study 


•bowed farmers with a good bal- 
ance between forage and grain 
crops hav« "survived" better than 
oth*r» with strict grain farming. 
Of 19 oases when farm loam were 
made, analysis showed that in all 
Instances livestock played an Im- 
portant part. The loans "stood up" 
while others wen delinquent. 


QramMch Spuks. 


M wa« Prof. Howard J. Gram- 
•ch who called upon stockmen to 
"outwit" nature. This can be done 
by having a "variety of tricks up 
your sleeve." 
"There is a good deal of clamor 


now for an ever normal granary," 
declared Gramlich. "I believe the 
cattle and sheep man can get his 
business on an ever normal basis 
by providing himself with a liberal 
ensilage capacity and in good years 
filling to the maximum. A history 
of market trends would tend to 
justify such action." 
Stockmen were well informed 
at the livestock-crops gathering 
of a new statewide pasture-forage 
educational program being Insti- 
gated by tho Nebraska college of 
agriculture 
extension service. It 
was announced by Elvin F. Frolik, 
assistant extension agronomist. 
"With roughages, Including pas- 


tures, the situation is 
different 
than with grain," he said in an- 
nouncing the plan. "Permanenl 
pastures in the eastern part of 
Nebraska are in bad condition 
with probably 75 percent of the 
grasses completely killed out. Fur- 
ther west the devastation has not 
been as complete." 


The agronomist said 
farmers 
have given up the idea of immedi- 
ate restoration of permanent pas- 
tures. They are agreed that they 
will have to live with "bad pas- 
tures." During this period, they 
will rely upon other forages. This 
is where the state program will 
encourage the sound use of pas- 
tures and forages in combination 
Substituting for Dr. C. W. Mc- 


Campbell of Kansas state college* 
A. D. "Dad" Weber of that in- 
stitution returned to Nebraska to 
talk about grain sorghums for 
livestock. Three major sorghums 
rank in palatability as follows 
Foterlta, milo and kafir. 
Telling of the test conducted at 


the Kansas experiment station 
Weber said they have been feed- 
ing sorghum grains since the early 
90's. Early tests did not show as 
high a feeding value as later ex- 
periments. 
Development of new 


and better strains and varieties 
has enhanced tho feeding value.

ISRAEL'S PROPHETS 


DESERVE GRATITUDE 


Babbi Shniterman Tells of 


Hiitory of Prophecy 


Among Hebrewi. 


Rabbi Abraham Shuaterman of 
Tulsa, Okl., told a convocation au- 
dience at the Unlveraity of Ne- 
braska Temple Wednesday after- 
noon that 
"great 
prophecy 
in 
Israel was baaed on the belief in 
an Indwelling God." 
The God of 


the great prophets of Israel was 
not only transcended, the rabbi 
declared, but "a God who is near, 
within the heart of man." 
The early prophets, said 
the 


speaker, were men who went into 


ecstasy, possessed by a 
mighty 


force outside themselves. 
"They 


danced about in order to be seized 
by the frenxy." The type of proph- 
ecy offered by those men, Rabbi 
Shustorman (aid, "is based on a 
peculiar religious point of view, 
the belief that God is a force out- 
side of mankind." These men be- 
lieved, he aald, that, "getting in- 
side men, God can apeak thru me." 


The later 
propheta, however, 
baae their messages on their own 
thought 
and 
experience 
along 


moral lines. Vie rabbi asserted. 
"There ia no ecstasy," he aaid, "no 
frenzy, no possession of a great 
prophet by an outside force." The 
message of the greatest Hebrew 
propheta waa definitely a social 
message, said the apeaker. He de- 
clared: "The prophets of Israel did 
not withdraw from life, but en- 
tered into the life of Israel and il- 
luminated It with the light of their 
prophetic messages.

ICKES DELIVERS NEW 


ATTACK UPON «T 


Has Safeguarded "Corporate 


Overlords," Secretary x>f 


Interior Says. 


NEW 
YORK. 
UP). Secretary 


Ickes made a new belligerent 
thrust Wednesday at the supreme 
court, accusing it of having "gone 
far to convert the bill of rights 
into a charter of corporate priv- 
ilege." 


It was the first such attck. by 


a major administration official in 
some time, and was made by the 
interior department head 
in 
a 


speech prepared for 
the 
annual 


dinner of the American Civil Lib- 
erties union. 


Even as he struck again at the 


court. Ickes denounced some sec- 
tions of big 
business, 
asserting 
that America's '-giant corporations 
have assumed an overlordship over 
the civil rights and subsantive lib- 
erties of the individual.' 


This "overlordship," he asserted, 


ftad been aided by constitutional 
constructions by the courts which 
"safeguard the rights of the larg- 
est corporation in its relation to 
the government as if it were a 
mere individual." 


Much of his speech he spent in 


assaulting 
political 
absolutism, 


particularly fascism, amongst the 
nations following what he termed 
a "Ku Klule Kode." 


Recalling the Ku Klux era in 
this country, when, he said, men 
rode forth at night "in the anon- 
ymity of cowardice," the 
secre- 


tary added America now was "far 
moie dangerously threatened by a 
new madness of nations in night- 
shirts." 


"The 
kleagtes and 
the 
klo- 


dards," he said, "now ride bombers, 
tanks, battleships and submarines 
over a field of operations that is 
international. 


"It is a strange phenomenon 
that the country which isv weak 
and helpless and at the same time 
rich in resources is a hotbed of 
'communism' and therefore must 
be saved as a brand from the 
burning of some altruistic fas- 
cist." 


Turning to the domestic scene, 
he denounced "the fascist minded 
men of America" as the country's 
"real enemies."

women who have never nuraed chil- 
dren. 
Mastitis la the aclentlne namt 


given the condition. It ii cauwd by 
carelessness In the hygiene of the 
breast and nipple. 
Neglect of a 
tlmple Infection or a alight Irrita- 
tion may b« followed by an ab- 
•cess deep In the tiaiuea of the 
breast. 
'The trouble frequently remit* 


from a blockage of the ducts which 
carry the milk. Thii causes the 
breast to become engorged, swol- 
len, inflamed and extremely pain- 
ful.When this happc , nursing be- 
comes difficult, of course, and is 
not advised. If there Is sufficient 
milk In the other breast, the child 
may continue to be breast-fed. But 
If there is an Inadequate supply of 
milk, it Is best that weaning be 
started at once. 
Many women fear to consult the 


doctor when they notice swelling 
or tenderness of the breast. Un- 
doubtedly this is due to the almost 
. universal but erroneous belief that 
• any swelling or inflammation of the 
* breast is always a sign of cancer. 


Not Always Cancer 


Many a woman has avoided med- 


ical attention for fear she will be 
advised to have the breast removed. 
This is unwise. Indeed, it is foolish 
to imagine that every swelling of 
the breast is cancer. 


Of course, it Is best to remember 
that any tumor or swelling of the 
breast demands immediate medical 
attention. Neglect may be danger- 
ous. ' To avoid having medical care 
because you fear you are the vic- 
tim of some serious disorder is in- 
deed unwise. Like the ostrich who 
hides his head and believes he is 
safe, you arti merely Inviting dis- 
aster. 


Avoid the application of any 


form of medication unless it has 
been advised by your doctor. If 
pus is present, the use ot an oint- 
ment may aggravate the condition 
and permit the infection to spread 
to other parts of the breast. 


Do not delay operation If It is 
advised. Often a simple little In- 
cision will be sufficient to drain the 
pus and result In Immediate recov- 
ery. But this can only t» hoped 
for if immediate medical attention 
Is obtained.

of Refuge Long in Use— 


Change Proposed.

read the handwriting on the wall. 
He can see nothing to it but aban- 
donment of the present dumping 
ground long "in use to the south 01'

and, the new highway with its 
heavy traffic do not make com- 
panionable sense in the opinion of 
the director. He is of the opinion 
that it will be necessary to seek 
other 
dumping 
grounds 
but 
where ? 
It 
is trending on dangerous 


ground to propose a dumping 
ground site. These places are not 
popular with people living- in the 
community. "In addition to the un- 
stghtliness, the dump offers a defi- 
nite hazard when abutting a high- 
way. In the summer months fires 
are frequent and smoke almost 
constant, 
A smoked-up highway 
is not considered the safest sort 
of highway. The director has no 
place in mind for a new dump. 


He has modern ideas but these 
require financial backing. 
If he 


had dragline equipment the prob- 
lem would be simplified. 
Equip- 


ment 
and 
operation, 
however, 
would cost from 510,000 to $12,- 
000, 
Mr. Erickson is impressed 
with the plan in use at Fresno 
where the city recently took over 
the garbage and refuse business 
from private contractors. 
There 
they have a dragline. They exca- 
vate a trench, dump the refuse of 
the day and immediately cover 
over with a layer of earth from 
1% to 2 feet deep. As a result 
very little refuse ever is exposed 
and that little only long enough 
for the covering process. 
While most of the larger cities 
have incinerators, Mr. Erickson 
doubts their feasibility for Lincoln. 
"I am inclined to question value 


of the incinerator for n city of 
this size," he said, "particularly so 
when we have so much low ground 
in the outskirts with disposal pos- 
sible at a comparative small haul."

SUMMIT, N.' J.— Max Schmel- 
is basking in the sunny ap- 
proval of James Joseph Tunney 
just at present, and he likes it. 
Max considers Mr. Tunney a very 
smart man, especially since Mr.

Mr. Tunney is a 
smart man." 
That last 
statement 
makes 
everything 
unanimous between 
Mr. Tunney and Herr Schmeling, 
and their Mutual Admiration so- 
ciety is off to a flying start, with 
two paid up members. It began 
when the Manly Marine, a former 
heavyweight champion, came out 
here 
to watch Herr Schmeling, 
also a former heavyweight cham- 
pion, prepare for his fight with 
Harry Thomas next Monday. 
Mr. Tunney is not what you 
would call a regular patron of the 
training camp circuit, otherwise 
known as the ear benders' merry- 
go-round. Only once before, since 
the day he retired from action in 
a blaze 
of glory and certified 
checks, has the cultured squire of 
Stamford, Conn., paid a visit to 
another fighter's camp. 
That was the 
time, back in 
1934, when he bestowed his bless- 


ing on Thomas Loughran, then 
training for an onslaught on the 
title and person of Primo Camera, 
the part time ogre of Sequala, 
Italy. Mr. Tunney's blessing; was 
no good to Tom, Hi* onslaught 
wa* repulsed, and the part time 
ogre beat upon hla gentlemanly 
carcass as on a snare drum. Still, 
Mr. Tunney knew what he was 
doing. He chose to bless the nicer, 
It not stronger, man. 


Now I think the boys are over- 
looking a aignificant feature of 
Mr. Tunney's return to the con- 
versational wars. They will mis* a 
great bet if they do not persuade 
him to become a permanent mem- 
ber of the training camp league 
and enthrone him as the logical 
successor of the late James J. 
Corbett, 
the 
foremost 
reverse 
barometer of his day and age. 


The fight game needs a reverse 
barometer badly. Mr. Corbett, of 
course, was in a class by himself. 
No one could guess a fight wrong 
with more distinction, coolness, 
and common sense. For years after 
his retirement from the ring. Gen- 
tleman Jim used to pick the winner 
before each major bout, and as 
soon as he made him pick, the 
gamblers would hustle out and bet 
the other way. 


It finally got so that the man 
Mr. Corbett picked to win would 
go down on his knees and plead 
with Jim to change his mind. But 
Mr. Corbett stood firm. He knew 
that his selections were sensible 
and based on form. That was the 
trouble with them. 
Mr. Tunney has all the qualifi- 


cations of a good reverse barome- 
ter, the best since Corbett. Llko 
Corbett. he knows his fight form 
He can speak calmly and sensibly 
and at considerable length. As a 
matter of fact, he has shown great 
promise already, picking several 
past fights wrongly and brilliantly. 
But this sort of work requires 
practice and steady application. 
The gamblers would like to have 
a man they can lely on. 
As for Schmeling, Mr. Tunney 
is quite right when he Bays that 
the German looks good. He does. 
His right hand, his only scoring 
weapon, is sharp and true. He if 
blocking; and slipping punches well. 
He is strong and well conditioned 
and confident. In short, if he can 
manage to lose to Harry Thomas 
Monday night, we will be right 
back in the middle of the Golden 
Corbett era, when men were men 
and ex-champions always guessed 
wrong.

If the offensive is bringing the

INTERIORS ASK FOR 


Seek to Remove Cosmopol- 


itan From Hands Insur- 


ance Department. 


In an answer and showing* filed 
in district court Thursday by E. J. 
Beaurivage and other intervening 
pollcyholders in opposition to liqui- 
dation of the - Cosmopolitan , Old 
Line Life Insurance company by 
the department of insurance, it is 
asked that John Jacobaon, Lincoln, 
attorney, or some other competent 
person be appointed receiver to 
liquidate the thrift business of the 
company and either reorganize the 
life insurance business or rein- 
lure it. 
It is contended by the interven- 


ora that the department has dem- 
onstrated its unfitnesa to perform 
the functions of judicial receiver 
by the alleged excessive cost of 
management during the time it has 
had possession of the assets. 
The department, the petition 
says, has paid out ¥3,220.21 for 
rent and light during the first nine 
months of 1937, its rent running: 
P335 per month and during that 
time it did not use in excess of 
one-third of the space for which it 
paid rent. It used an entire floor 
yf one building-, it Js claimed, when 
550 per month would have sufficed 
;o provide room. The petition says 
:he department spent $16,404.38 in 
attorneys fees in the nine months 
altho no major litigation was con- 
ducted, and altho the company 
wrote no business, the cost of its 
operation during the nine months 
ncluding officers salaries was 
$38,826.99. 


It is contended that it is for the 
best interests of all parties con- 
cerned that the thrift business be 
liquidated under order of the 
court and placed in receivership 
and that the receiver be ordered 
to segregate the thrift reserve and 
surplus from the life insurance re- 
serve and surplus to the end that 
the life insurance may either be 
reorganized or reinsured and the 
:hrift business liquidated. 
It is contended by Atty. George 
Graven for the intervenors that 
;he department of insurance is an 
agency of the executive depart- 
ment of the state and that no 
statute has ever vested in the de- 
partment the power to act as a 
Judicial receiver. The department 
is charged with ruining the agency 
organization of the company and 
t is charged that "it has caused 
1,475 thrift certificate holders to 
apse 5,847 thrift units during the 
) months period from Jan. 1, to
